more clpzcially for about ten Years paſt, the whole matter has been made ſubſervient to 
the boundleſs Ambition and Avarice of One Aſpiring Perſon, as "is now fo atſiduouſty en- 
deavour'd ro be continuw'd, by Hmfelf, and a few Ochers, who have of late by his Favour

"Tis infinuated, That the diſſolving this Charter word be. of fata! Conſequence. to the N4- 
tion, in giving our Neighbours opportunity to make th-mſetves Maſters of all that Trade : Bur 
the direCt contrary isthe real Truth, tor by the late molt Imprudent and Unjuſtifiable Pro- 
ceedings, we havealready in a manner loſt all our Trade and Intereſt in thole Parts, which 
is no other way poſſidly retricyavle, but by a New Joynt-Stock firmly and legally eſta- 
bliſh'd : And tais roo, mult be ipeedily done, or "twill be roo late. | = 


'T had been happy for the Nation in general, as well as the particular Adventurers in 
this preſent Stock, it the Managers had timely and faithfully acted wich that great Care 
co prevent the Encroachments of our Neighbours, which they now fo zealoufly pretend 
whereby we might not only have {til] been Maſters of our Spice-Iftand of Poleroon. an 
continu'd our Sertlement at Maccaſſer, But have alſo at this time been in : 
Poſlethion of a moſt important Fortrels at Bantam, which that King _ Vide, The Letters 
-Courred their Acceptance of, and ofter'd ro Contribute to the Building _ — Goa 
it. But this great Acquilition was rejected for fear of a ſmall Ex- gow Tok: _ 
pence, When One of thole many Ten-1houſand-Guinea's they beltow?d 1680. 
at Court to purchaſe a Power to ,oppreſs their Fellow-Subjefts, wou'd 
have defray'd the Charge of their firſt Settlement, and *wwouU not only before this time 
have repay*d them Twenty-fo/d, but been a laſting and growing Treaſure to the Nation, 
and enabPd them for the future, to ſtand in Competition with the Dutch as well for 
Empire as for Trafick, Whereas the refuſal rhereof, has occaſion'd rhcir being driven our 
of the South Seas with irrepairable Loſs and Shame, and gave Our Neighbours an opportu- 
nity to accompliſh an entire Domimnon in all thoſe Parts : And yet theſe are the Men thar 
now ſet up for Public Spirited Patriots, and call themſclves the Conſervers of the Trade of

and Reſpetted,we are in a ſhort time become the moſt Abhorr'd,and Trfamons, of all Europeans, 
and ſo have loſt a fronger Hold, than all their Force will ever be able to regain in 


any of thoſe Parts of the World. 


Thus do's the National Efteem and Interef, languiſh, and decline, under the Maladmi- 
niftration of the preſent Managers of the Companies Aﬀairs : And is it not a fir queſtj- 
on to be now ask'd by ONE of their Committee, What ſhall we do for Saltpetre for our 
Wars when the Trade of India s @#> To which there is only this anſwer ro be made 
him, That if the Government do's not effettually and ſpeedily interpoſe and ſettle our Trade 
on a good Bottom, and in a method that may be more National : Weſhall ſoon find our grear 
want of that, and all things clſe we usd to be ſupply'd with from thoſe Parts, when

and Study, to regain that good Reſpe& and Credit which rhe late Miſcarriages have juſtly 
Forfeited : Butif *© be meant that there wou'd want others of as good Parts and Expertence, 
as the preſent Managers, to affiſt inthe Conduft of Affairs : *T'is8 a groundlels Prelumption. 


But what reaſonable Compenſation can be made to the preſent Company for their dead Stock, 
Forts, Caftles, Arms, Ammunition, and Priviledges * Why juſt the ſame as they made 
to the Company that preceded them : For this now in being (if ary therebe)) is the ſixth or 
m_ Foynt-Stock, {inec our Nation firſt engag'd in Adyentures to India ; Ando the adju- 

ing of thoſe things is chalk'd out tous by ſeveral Preſidents : And herc it aptly falls in,to 
remind them, that are ſo brisk in exafting whatever they can any way lay claim to : That 
they alſo bethink themſelves of diſcharging all their own great Debts, and reſtore thoſe vaſt 
Suris they have ſo unlawfully taken, both from their Fe!low-Subjeits and Foreigners, 


There is in the Paper another little Hint or two of nomateria? Concerns And fome ſuperci- 
ious Refleftions on Interlpers which may be conſider at better leiſure: While the fole 
intent of this, is to detett the Fallacy of hank Popular Notions that are at this time with 
ſuch great Induſtry diſſeminated ; And to aflert this important Truth 3 That no Man who 
has a right Cognizance of the wrt can be a True Friend to his Country, and at the ſame time 
endeavour the Gontinuance of this Eaſt-India-Company mnder the preſent Conſtitution and 
Management.
